1  submarine  that  was  bought  by  Israel  and  re¬ 
fitted  in  Portsmouth,  England.  I  was  the 
rabbi  of  that  town  and,  as  such,  I  served  as 
the  rabbi  for  the  young  Israeli  sailors  as 
well.  I  had  been  on  board  many  times,  and 
w7hen  she  left  Portsmouth  for  trials  off  Scotland, 
I  recited  the  prayers  upon  her  departure. 

As  I  was  about  to  leave  for  my  new  life 
in  the  U.S.A.,  the  crew  presented  me  with 
an  Israeli  military  prayerbook  inscribed  in 
Hebrew  with  the  words  “May  you  have  a 
fruitful  and  blessed  family  life  in  your  new 
venture  in  the  U.S.” 

The  submarine  disappeared  almost 
without  trace  in  early  1968.  A  buoy  was 
later  washed  up  on  Egyptian  shores  wdffch 
gave  rise  to  a  suspicion  that  either  an  Arab 
or  Soviet  naval  vessel  had  attacked.  This 
was  denied  by  all  concerned  and  it  seems 
nowr  that  she  accidentally  was  struck  by  a 
large  cargo  ship. 

Needless  to  say,  I  was  deeply  affected 
by  the  tragedy  and,  at  the  time,  I  wrote  to 
many  of  the  parents  to  express  my  sorrow. 

The  military  chaplaincy  in  Israel  eventu¬ 
ally  declared  the  wives  of  the  crew  as  widows 
who  were  free  to  remarry  as  there  was  no 
chance  of  finding  any  alive  after  some  time. 

My  son-in-law  has  sent  me  a  cutting 
from  The  Express  newspaper  in  London 
with  the  following  story.  It  appears  that  the 
original  name  of  the  submarine,  when  com¬ 
missioned  by  the  British  Navy,  was  “Totem.” 
For  23  years,  the  sailors  relied  on  their  talis¬ 
man  which  had  come  from  the  Cowichan 
tribe  in  Canada.  The  Indians  warned  that  if 
that  totem  pole  was  removed  the  subma¬ 
rine  would  never  return.  The  Israelis 
changed  the  name  and  said  they  did  not 
want  the  totem  pole  on  board!

Rosh  Hashanah 

osh  Hashanah  is  both  a  solemn  and  a 
festive  occasion.  Its  joy  is  spiritually  dis¬ 
ciplined  by  the  sacred  traditions  of 
home  and  synagogue.  Although  the  obser¬ 
vance  of  the  High  Holy  Days  is  centered  in 
the  synagogue,  it  is  in  the  home  where  family 
members  prepare  to  meet  the  New  Year  in  a 
spirit  of  faith  and  in  a  mood  conducive  to 
prayer  and  soul-searching. 

White  is  thought  of  as  the  color  which 
symbolizes  purity  and  joy.  Thus  the  table  is 
set  with  a  white  tablecloth  and  flowers,  can¬ 
dles  and  wine.  Round  hallot,  symbolizing  a 
full  round  year,  apples  and  a  dish  of  honey 
for  a  sweet  year  complete  the  symbolic  repre¬ 
sentations  on  the  holiday  table. 

The  family  gathers  together  for  the  light¬ 
ing  of  the  candles  and  kiddush  which  precede 
the  festive  meal  on  both  nights  of  Rosh 
Hashanah.  The  following  blessings  are  recited 
over  the  candles: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh 
Haolam,  asher  kideshanu  bemitzvotav  vet- 
zivanu  lehadlik  ner  sbel  Yom  Tov. 

Blessed  are  You.  0  Lord  our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  whose  mitzvot  add  holiness 
to  our  lives  and  who  gave  us  the  mitzvah 
to  kindle  light  for  the  Festival. 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh 
Haolam,  sheheheyanu  vekiyemanu 
vehigiyanu  lazman  hazeh. 

Blessed  are  You,  0  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the 
Universe,  who  has  kept  us  in  life,  preserved 
us,  and  enabled  us  to  reach  this  season. 

After  the  Rosh  Hashanah  kiddush,  the 
Motzi  is  recited  over  the  round  hallah: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh 
Haolam,  hamotzi  lehem  min  ha-aretz. 
Blessed  are  You,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  brings  forth  bread  from 
the  earth. 

Then  all  the  members  of  the  family  dip  the 
apple  in  honey  and  recite  the  following  bless¬ 
ing  and  prayer: 

Yehi  ratzon  milefanekhah  Adonai  Eloheinu 
vElohei  avoteinu,  shetehadesh  aleiynu 
shanah  tovah  umetukah. 

May  it  be  Thy  Will,  O  Lord  our  God,  to 
renew  unto  us  a  happy  and  sweet  New  Year. 

After  the  morning  services  of  Rosh 
Hashanah,  a  festive  meal  is  also  eaten,  pre¬ 
ceded  by  the  daytime  kiddush  and  the  Motzi: 
Tiku  vahodesh  shofar ,  bakeseh  I'yom  hagenu, 


kihok  I’Yisraelhu,  mishpat  lElohey  Yaaqkov. 
Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh 
Haolam,  borei  pri  hagafen. 

The  greeting  on  Rosh  Hashanah  is 
L’Shanah  Tovah  Tikatavu  —  May  you  be 
inscribed  for  a  good  year. 

Yom  Kippur 

Yom  Kippur  is  the  one  religious  occasion 
which  is  observed  entirely  in  the  synagogue. 
But  the  meal  which  precedes  the  fast  of  Erev 
Yom  Kippur  is  intended  to  be  a  spiritual  expe¬ 
rience  for  the  entire  family.  The  meal  is  eaten 
early  so  that  the  family  can  be  in  the  syna¬ 
gogue  before  sundown. 

Following  the  Birkat  haMazon  —  the 
grace  after  meals  —  the  holiday  candles  are  lit 
and  the  following  blessings  are  recited: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Haolam, 
asher  kideshanu  bemitzvotav  vetzivanu 
lehadlik  nershel  Yom  HaKippurim. 

Blessed  are  You,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  has  sanctified  us  by  The 
Commandments  and  has  commanded  us  to 
kindle  the  Yom  Kippur  lights. 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh 
Haolam,  sheheheyanu  vekiyemanu 
vehigiyanu  lazman  hazeh. 

Blessed  are  You,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the 
Universe,  who  has  kept  us  in  life,  preserved 
us,  and  enabled  us  to  reach  this  season. 

Fasting 

Although  children  are  not  obligated  to  fast 
until  they  are  Bar/Bat  Mitzvah  age,  it  is  a  tra¬ 
dition  that  they  do  observe  the  fast  in  part,  to 
the  extent  they  are  able. 

Self-denial  in  food  and  other  physical  plea¬ 
sures  is  part  of  the  tradition  of  this  “Sabbath  of 
Sabbaths.”  However,  Jewish  law  and  tradition 
state  that  the  maintenance  of  life  and  health  is  a 
prime  religious  duty.  If  a  person  is  ill  or  weak,  it 
is  the  obligation  of  the  individual  to  consult  a 
physician  on  the  wisdom  of  fasting. 

Memorial  Lights 

It  is  a  custom  to  light  a  Memorial  Light  for 
the  deceased  in  each  family.  Memorial  Lights 
must  be  lit  before  the  holiday  candles  are  lit. 

Blessing  the  Children 

It  is  the  tradition  that  before  leaving  for 
the  Kol  Nidre  service  parents  bless  their  chil¬ 
dren  by  placing  their  hands  on  the  head  of 
each  one.  Such  blessings  are  introduced  by 
the  following  prayer,  to  which  parents  can 
add  words  of  their  own,  appropriate  for  the 
age  and  needs  of  each  child: 

For  Sons:  May  God  make  you  a  true, 


faithful  and  honorable  son  of  Israel,  as  were' 
Ephraim  and  Menasseh,  the  sons  of  Joseph. 

For  Daughters:  May  God  make  you  a  faith¬ 
ful  and  honorable  daughter  of  Israel,  as  were  our 
mothers  Sarah,  Rebecca,  Rachel,  and  Leah. 

Forgiveness 

At  this  time,  just  before  leaving  the  house 
to  attend  the  Kol  Nidre  service,  members  of 
the  family  ask  each  other  for  forgiveness  for 
the  wrongs  or  the  hurts  they  have  done, 
knowingly  or  unknowingly,  during  the  year. 

IN  OUR  CONGREGATION 
Shabbat  Shuvah 

The  Sabbath  that  falls  between  Rosh 
Hashanah  and  Yom  Kippur  is  called  Shabbat 
Shuvah,  from  the  Haftarah  portion  of  that  Sab¬ 
bath  which  begins  with  the  word  Shuvah, 
meaning  “return”  (repent).

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All  About  Sukkot  and 
Simhat  Torah 

The  festival  of  Sukkot  derives  its  name 
from  the  sukkah,  the  temporary 
dwelling  or  booth  built  especially  for 
the  holiday.  Says  the  Book  of  Leviticus:  “I  did 
cause  the  children  of  Israel  to  dwell  in  booths 
when  I  brought  them  out  of  the  Land  of 
Egypt.”  The  sukkah  is,  therefore,  a  reminder 
to  all  generations  of  God’s  redemption  of  the 
Jewish  people  from  Egyptian  slavery. 

Sukkot  is  also  a  festival  of  thanksgiving 
for  the  final  ingathering  of  the  harvest  in  the 
Land  of  Israel.  Some  of  its  symbols  clearly 
recall  the  Land  and  its  produce. 

The  four  minim,  or  species,  consist  of  an 
etrog,  a  lulav,  myrtles  and  willows.  The  lulav  is 
a  branch  of  the  palm  tree  and  is  bound  togeth¬ 
er  with  three  short  branches  of  myrtle  leaves 
(. hadasim )  and  two  branches  of  the  willow  tree 
(jaravot).  The  etrog  looks  like  a  large  lemon, 
but  it  smells  and  tastes  much  sweeter.  It  has  a 
pitom,  a  small  protuberance,  at  its  end. 

The  rabbis  teach  that  binding  these  dif¬ 
ferent  species  together  serves  as  an  example 
to  us  of  how  all  Jews,  different  though  we 
may  be  from  one  another,  must  be  bound 
together  into  one  unit. 

A  blessing  is  said  over  the  minim  at  two 
points  in  the  morning  service,  during  Hallel, 
right  after  the  morning  Amidah,  and  during 
Hoshanot,  each  day  of  the  holiday  when  we 
march  around  the  synagogue  with  them  in  a 
magnificent  procession,  except  on  Shabbat. 

The  festival  of  Sukkot  begins  on  the  15th 
day  of  Tishri  and  the  first  two  days  are 
observed  as  major  festival  days.  The  next  five 
days  are  Hoi  Hamoed,  the  Intermediate  Days  of 
the  festival.  These  days  are  half-holidays,  for 
while  most  labor  is  permitted,  except,  of 
course,  on  the  Sabbath,  we  continue  to  eat 
meals  in  the  sukkah  and  to  make  the  blessings 
over  the  four  minim,  waving  them  during  the 
recitation  of  the  Hallel  and  when  marching 
with  them  during  the  hymns  (Hoshanot). 

At  Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  our  Ritter 
Sukkah,  named  in  memory  of  Gerald  and  May 
Ellen  Ritter,  is  constructed  on  the  roof  and 
decorated  by  the  Parents’  Association. 

A  kiddush  takes  place  in  the  Ritter 
Sukkah  following  every  service  during  Sukkot 
and  dinner  is  served  there  almost  every  night 
of  Sukkot. 

The  eighth  day  of  Sukkot  is  treated  as  a 
separate  holiday  in  and  of  itself  and  is  called 
Shemini  Atzeret,  the  “Eighth  Day  of  Assem-

bly.”  We  no  longer  eat  in  the  sukkah  and  in 
Israel  prayers  for  rain  are  recited  during  the 
service.  The  Yizkor  Memorial  Prayers  are  also 
recited  on  Shemini  Atzeret. 

Then,  Shemini  Atzeret  is  followed  by  the 
joyous  festival  of  Simhat  Torah,  the  “Rejoicing 
of  Torah.”  It  is  during  the  morning  service  on 
Simhat  Torah  that  the  last  verse  and  the  first 
verse  of  the  Torah  are  read,  a  bold  demon¬ 
stration  of  our  belief  that  the  study  of  Torah  is 
never-ending.  We  march  joyfully  in  hakafot 
(processions)  in  which  we  carry  the  Scrolls  of 
the  Law.  At  this  service  two  of  our  congre¬ 
gants  are  honored  for  their  contributions  to 
the  synagogue  and  to  the  Jewish  community.
